Hiram Stowe, of 637 \\ ii.nut street 
this city, was instantly killed Wednes 
day night at Triuway by passenger 


I train No. 20. Stowe was front, brake- 
man on the local freiKht, and at the 
time of the accident was attending to 
his duties in that capacity. 
The local was switching in the yards 


at Trinway, and Stowe bad stepped 
off his train to g.ve a signal. Be got 
on the ea^tbound track just in front 
of the oncoming passenger train which 
struck and threw him nearlv 200 feet. 
Tbe left temple was crushed and his 
back and one leg broken. 


No one saw the accident and the 
passenger train did not, stop. In a few 
minutes after the accident one of the 
local crew asked what bad become of 
Stowe. A search was begun, and bis 
body found lying neir the track. His 
watch was broken at the stem and bad 
stopped at 9:52, tne time of the acci- 
dent.. Tbe remains were taken to the 
station at Trinway and brought here 
on No. 8, at 2 o'clock this morning, 
when Undertaker Glass took charge. 


It is said there was no headlight on 
the passenger engine, and that there 
has not been for some time. Several 
persons claim co have noticed this 
during the past week. This seems 
probable, as Stowe knew the train 
was due and was undoubtedly on the 
lookout for it. Had there been a light 
he would have seen the reflection on 
the rails, and the accident would pos- 
sibly have been avoided- The t.ack is 
straight at the place where the acci- 
dent occurred, and as the freight was 
moving so the other train could not be 
heard, this explanation is plausible. 


When tbe passenger train arrived a"; 
Dennison. the engineer was notified, 
and on examining the engine found a 
part of Stowe-s lantern on the pilot. 
Stowe had the raontation of being a 


very careful man aoout his woikand 
was always watching to keep others 
out of danger. One theory offered by 
bis nephew, Ira Stowe, is that Hiram 
had been having trouble with bis lan- 
tern for some days and may have been 
working with it when tbe train struck 
him. 


Stowe was 26 years old and was 


fine specimen of physical manhood 
He was prominent ia all athletic af- 
fairs among-the young men here, and 
was greatly liked by his associates 
His H>ung wife is completely prostrat 
ed, and the sympathy of the com 
munit-y goes out to her in this sad af- 
fliction. The deceased man's parents 
are both dead. 


His brothers are S. A. Stowe, a prom 
tnent merchant ana postmaster of 
Isleta; A. M. Stowe, assistant yard- 
master at Dennison; John Stowe, has 
charge of the steana shovel here; Asa 
Stowe, connected witb the railroad at 
Kosedale, Ind., i sister. Mrs. Ellen 
Phillips, who resides in Plain City. 
Mr. Stowe had effected a number of 
rescues at this point. It is an unusu- 
ally dangerous place, as So. 20pulls in 
usually while the "nigger local," as it- 
is called, is switching tbere. While the 
body of Mr. Stowe lay at the station 
several bystanders and trainmen re- 
lated a number of brave acts he had 
done in saving people there and how 
he was continually warning others of 
tbe danger. One man came up visibly 
affected, saying that Mr. Stowe had 
saved his life only a few days before 
right where he was himself killed. 


Conductor Byron, Dane and Flag- 


man J. L. Sawyer, of the local freight, 
arrived here 
from Columbus at 11 
o'clock. Both told the coroner in the 
presence of THE AGE reporter that 
there was no headlight on tbe passen- 
ger train, and that it bad run without 
a light the entire distance from Col- 
umbus to Dennison. 


Mrs. Stowe is in a serious condition 
this afternoon as a result of the shock 
tnd a physician is in constant attend- 
ance. The funeral services will be 
held tomorrow afternoon at the bouse 
and interment made at South Lawn 
cemetery.

Was Old 'BUI' Gibson, Ohio's Silver 


Tonfued Orator. 


HE WAS IDOL OF THE VETERANS 
Its Faae To Be Perpetuated ia Granite aaa 


Broize—Craad Ar»> Posts Are 


SMdiif CMtnbutkms. 


One of the most interesting of re- 
cently projected public movements i:» 
the enthusiastic undertaking of the 
O. A. R. denarticentof Ohio, to erect 
co the memory of tbe late Gen. W'm 
H. Gibson, who foi 40 vears was known 
as "Ohio's Silver-Tongued Onuor" a 
monument. The entire press ol Ohio 
are taking hold of the effort and their 
appeals are meeting with most hearty 
and generous approbation in the form 
of contributions to the old hero's en- 
during memorial tribute. 


General Gibson was not only an ora- 


tor whose magical powers of eloquence 
could hold enthralled audiences some- 
times reaching to 30,000 hearers, but 
be was a great-hearted American of 
whom the martyred MeKinley could 
say, as he did say at his funeral, over 
his anentombed dust, "I do not know 
of a soldier dr.ring the war whose life 
was more signally devoted to patriot- 
ism and love of country. For 50 years 
he has been the most attractive and 
sought-after of public speakers. 
He 


was a devoted worshiper of the flag 
His voice was always eloquent for hu- 
manity. He moved hearts by his un- 
rivaled oratory. His name will be re 
membered as long as patriotism is re- 
vered." 


In accordance with the instructions 
of the Lancaster encampment, unani- 
mously voted by delegates from all 
posts in Ohio, Department Command- 
er Gen. Walton Weber, nas issued the 
matter of the Gibson monument in 
general orders, and now the G. A. R 
posts in every part of tbe state have 
made or will make contributions to 
the memorial.

Would that 
every comrade conld be as eloquent 
for bis memory as he was for our com- 
soQn country and the happiness of the 
ooys in bine who saved the Nation 
from ruin. What a grand monument 
jvpuld then be built to the memory of 
bim who had no equal in bis eloquence 
A'ben he lived and no enemy when he 
-iied!"

Wilkesbarre. Pa., Sept. 25.—In com-
